Says Sir Montague Allan on His Return From a 
Tour of the West--Declares the Demand 
For Money is World-Wide. 


Winnipeg, August 6.—Sn H, Mon- 
tague Allan, of the Allan Steamship 
Company, and president of the Mer- 
chants’ Bank, arrived in the city tuis 
morning from the west. He has 
just completed a thorough tour of in- 
apection of the branches ef his bank 
in the west. He expressed his com- 
plete satisfaction with the develop- 
ment of the west and prospects for 
its future. 

In all parts of the country through 
which he had passed the grain ap- 
peared to be in a satisfactory conat- 
tion. This was especially true cf 
farther west, but even in the region 
between this city and Brandon, 
where reports indicated a shortage, 
everything is looking well at tie 
present time, 

First Trip in Twenty Years. 

“This whs really my first trip 
through the west in twenjy-one 
years,” he said, “and it is‘néediess 
to say that changes in the country 
were very astonishing and of a very 
satisfactory nature. One thing 
which I was sorry to see was the 
large amount of wi'd mustard which 
had been allowed to appear in the 
wheatfields. This I can only attri- 
bute to the lack of care in operations 
of the farme: The utmost pains 
ought to be taken to prevent the fur- 
ther spreod of this noxious weed. | 
understand that the railway com- 
panies have been active in seeking 
to overcome this evil, and I trust that 
such efforts will be continued and 
supplemented in every possible man- 
ner, 

Found Everyone Optimistic. 

“From this city I went through to 
Calgary and Edmonton, inspecting 
the branches of the Merchants’ Bank 
vn the way. I met the managers and 
many of the customers of the bank 
and found them one and all most en- 
thusiastic and optimistic in reference 
to the prospects before the western 
provinces of Canada.

“Vancouver, as you know, is enjoy- 
ing great prosperity, Many peop. 
are arriving there, and the city is 
rrowing wonderfully, We crossed tu 
Jictoria by the Canadian Pacific sten- 
mer Princess Victoria and visited the 
city, which we found also very proe- 
perous, 

Strong Demand For Money. 

“On the way home we went into 
the Okanagan and inspected the fruit 
raneh of Lord Aberdeen at Vernon, 
It is unnecessary to say anything in 
reference to this attractive country, 
which is attracting many settlers at 
the present time. Everywhere in the 
west there is a strong demand for 
mote money for the development of 
the great resources of the country. 

“What I said to our friends when 1 
met them was that the same demand 
existed throughout the world, and 
that it was difficult for the banks to 
supply the demand fully for this rea- 
son,”

He Claimed, However, to be 
Bugler Dunne of SouthAfrican 
War Fame. 


Winnipeg, Aug. 6—The immigration 
authorities deported last night as a 
criminal a soy who says he is Bugler 
Dunne, of South African war fame, 
who is credited with saving the day 
for the British at the battle of Colen- 
so. All England and the British em- 
pire rang with the fame of this young 
bugler at the time, Bugler Dunne, 
as he was called, wag in the van oi 
the army when he was wounded by 
a shot in the leg. Despite this he 
raised himself on one arm and bbew 
the necessary calls until the English 
had won the day and gained the 
heights where the Boers had been en- 
trenched, Then he fainted away. 

Boy Hero Feted on Return.

corated by the Queen who gave him 
personal thanks. After that he went 
on the music hall stage and for somo 
time nothing has been heard of him.

ITALIAN LABORERS RIOT. 


In an Illinois Village and are Held 
at Bay With Guns, 


Murphyboro, TI, Aug, 6.—Word 
was received here this evening from 
Fordyce, a village ten miles west of 
here, that a gang of rioting Italian 
laborers had control of the town. 
Sheriff Hanson and a posse went from 
here at once, A messenger from For- 
dyce to-night, states that Sheriff Han- 
son has suppressed the rioting labor. 
ers and had made 17 arrests, many 
of the strikers evading arrest were 
driven into the adjoining woods by 
the posse, The strikers wore omployed 
as laborers by ron Mountain railway. 
They demanded the dismissal of Fore. 
man Robert House, and wpon refusal 
of Roadmaster Carey to accede to 
their demand, they set upon House 
and Carey. Soon the fighting became 
general, and the village was terror. 
ized. Mayor Crain and almost the 
entire population of Fordyee armed 
themselves with revolvers, shot guns 
and rifles, and by threatening to 
shoot, stayed the mob, Seventeen of 
the gang were arrested and brought 
here to-night. The others escaped to 
the woods. No one was injured by 
the rioters, but the villagers are much 
incensed against the Halians,

WOMEN HOMESTEADING. 


When one meets—and this is not 
infrequently —among._ newly-arrived 
immigrants robust, cherry-faced men, 
who nold back from homesteading for 
fear of the loneliness or hardships of 
the life, it is worth while to recall a 
few instances of the weaker sex 
aia on Western farms, 

Miss Marie Gilroy, of Saskatche- 
wan, is one of the most famous 
She put 
her last shilling into a prairie farm 
and spent seven years in a hand-to- 
iand tussle with fortane, sitting on 
her own binder, cutting her own 
grain, handling the plough in the 
furrow, and doing stable duty, In 
1906 her holding excited the admira- 
tion of a young Englishman, and Miss 
Gilroy was induced to hand over her 
lock, stock and barrel to him for the 
round sum of $15,000, Today Miss 
Gilroy is touring Europe on the pro- 
seeds of her original $2,000, 

Mrs, Gilbray, who came to the 
Janadian west 20 years ago with six 
small children, is another prominent 
woman farmer oi Saskatchewan, Be- 
ginning almost penniless. Her 160 
wres of homestead have now grown 
<0 an 800-acre estate, and her children 
ire settled around her in comfort and 
iffluence. 

Salome Wertman came with her 
husband and little family from Rus- 
sia, and soon she, too, was a widow. 
she still kept on “trying to earn 
yread,”* as she says, and 16 years after 
her absolutely penniless start she 
stands as one of the successful land- 
owners of Saskatchewan, 

Mrs. Ferrie is known: as the 
“woman farmer of the Portage Plains, 
Left with a family of young children, 
she has managed her farm most suc- 
cessfully since the death of her hus- 
band, She comes from Belfast, Ire. 
land, and when she arrived in Can- 
ada 32 years ago, they had no eapital 
at all, She now his an estate of 700 
acres, and her two sons are settled 
near at hand, each the owner of a sec- 
tion and a half oi land—about 600 
acres, 

Mrs, Grant has a beautiful farm on 
the banks of the Canadian Killarney, 
in southern Manitoba, Three years 
ago she went there {rom Scotland 
with her son, a young man just out of 
college, and her daughter,, A year 
ago, just as they were preparing for 
spring seeding, the son was stricken 
down with appendicitis, and in 24 
hours was dead. Filled with hatred 
for the place, she decided to leave it, 
but the morning after the son’s iune- 
ral, when she was packing up, a

election to fill the vacancy 
caused by this resignation, will be 


hel@on August 26. The nomination 
will take place a week earlier. 

@ report on the investigation 
submitted by Mr. Justice Scott was 
not read, A motion by Aldermen 
Margon and Anderson to take it as 
read was carried. The contents of 
report was in the main a recital of 
the evidence presented in subsian- 
tiation of the charges. 

There was an unusually large gal- 
lery of spectators present at the 
meeting, not only were the chairs 
provided for spectators, completely 
filled, but the crowd overflowed into 
the hall and anti rooms. 

The letting of the contract for sup- 
plying 12,000 tons of coal to the City 
created a lively discussion, and was 
follawed with interest, The Edmon- 
ton Standard [Fuel Company, the 
holders of the contract for last year, 
were the successful tenders, the con. 
tract being awarded to them at $3,15 
per ton, and the contract price for 
coal last year was $2.75. 

Incidental to the reading of sev- 
eral money by-laws, the first official 
annouticemen;, of the City. this year, 
was made, «The figures are 21,990,- 
025, These figures are subj, t to a 
slight change, depending upon the 
action of the Council in reference to 


the appeal of W. H. Clark & Co., 
lumber manufacturers, against thei! 
assessment, 

Communications. 


The usual grist of communications 
were reecived and dealt with as well 
as the usual petitions. 

A deputation from the Elk’s Club 
was present at the Council meeting 
to request the grant of a license free 
of charge for the Nat Reiss Carnival 
Company, who will show in this city 
for five days this month, Mr, Kelly, 
who spoke on behalf of the Elk’s 
Club, explained that the carnival, 
which was a high-class show was be. 
ing brought to the city under the 
auspices of the Elks Club, the pro- 
ceeds from which were to be used to 
help furnish the new club rooms in 
the Magrath building, By the terms 
of their engagement the Reiks com- 
pany made the Elks Club pay for the 
grounds, the light and the license 
fee. Mr. Kelly explained that they 
had already secured the grounds free 
of charge and were arranging for the 
light, He asked that the license 
should be granted free of charge, The 
Council agreed unanimously that if 
the license ‘were collected it should 
be refunded. 

The question of whether Alderman 
Smith had been absent beyond hii 
lehve of absence was brought up for 
discussion and it was decided to al- 
low him one month’s extension. 

The Seventh Day Adventists ol 
Banff made application for permis. 
sion to canvass for the sale of a 
book without paying the usual _lic- 
ense fee, The matter was referred to 
the city commissioners to report t¢ 
the Council. 

E, Percy Blythe made a report 
the Council that he had completed 
the quarterly audit of the city ac- 
counts, He found everything satis 
factory with the aitapien’ ol the 
vouchers for the accounts from the 
Strathcona Telephone exchange 
which he recommended should be

The system of issuing 
sanitary pails was also unsatisfac- 
tory as the fee charge did not allow 
sufficient margin for uncolleeted ac. 
eounts, As Mr, Main had assured 
him that erie? tae pails were is: 
sued except for ¢ash,. Mr. Blythe 
thought the matter would be adjust- 
ed, The report of the auditor was 
received and filed, 


A. G. Harrison, secretary of the 
Board of Trade*,asked the Council 
for infurmation which the Publicity 
Committee of the Board might use 
to induce ,manufacturers to locate 
here, He asked for a list of city 
property suitable for manufacturing 
sites, the inducements the city were 
prepared to oer new industries and 
other general information on the mat- 
ter, The request was referred to the 
committee on new industries to report 
to the council at the next meeting. 

The secretary of the Union ot 
American Municipalities wrote the 
council inviting them to send dele- 
gates to the 11th annual conven,.on 
of American Municipalities to be held 
in Norfolk, Va., on September 18, 
19 and 20, The communication was 
laid on the table for a week to see 
if any ot the aldermen were in- 
tending to take a trip south in Sep- 
tember, 

A petition was received from the 
First street. property holders that 
walks across First street should be 
constructed on the north side of Rice 
street and on the svuth side of Atha- 
basca avenue, and that the present 
cross walks should be raised. The 
motion that the petition be granted 
forthwith was opposed by Aldermen 
Picard and Gariepy on the ground 
that the council had decided not to 
undertake any new work unless it 
was absolutely necessary. They 
claimed that the granting of tus 
petition was violating one of the prin- 
ciples laid down by the council and 
they favored referring the matter to 
the commissioners. The motion to 
grant the prayer of the petitioners 
was carried. 

As a Court of Appeal. 

The council resolved itself in & 
court of appeal on assessment, and 
heard several appeals against the de- 
cisions of the court of revision, The 
principal appeal was that made by 
W. H. Clark & Co., lumber manufac 
iurers, Jasper avenue. W. H. Clark, 
representing the firm, was present to 
press the appeal. He declared tue 
increase in the assessmest of his firm 
on both buildings at $21,977 and on 
property at $29,200 wis excessive. 
It was contended that from the stand- 
point of the purpose for which the 
buildings and property were uses 
they were not of more value to the 
firm than they were two years ago. 
Mr Clark stated” that the council, 
under the city charter. was empower- 
ed to take »into consideration... the 
purpose foxewhich eae f was used, 
in assessing it. placing an ex: 
cossive assessment on manufacturers 
property within the limits of the city 
would haVe ise tendericy in-a very, 
marked degree of driving industries 
out of the city. He stated that WwW, 
H. Clark & Co, employed between 60 
and 75 men, and as an industry of 
some considerable importance in the 
city, was entitled to favorable con- 
sideration by the-counceil. 3 

It was decided to hold a special 
meeting this afternoon at 4 o'clock to 
consider carefully the ground of the 
appeal. Ald. Picard expressed him- 
self as opposed to any reduction In 
the assessment of Clark & Co,, unless 
similar concessions were made to 
Cushing Bros, and D, R. Fraser & 
Co, It was pointed out that since 
neither of these firms had appealed 
for their assessments, a eduction 
could not be considered by the coun- 
ceil, 

The Other Anpeals. 

Four other appeals were heard 
two of which were not allowed, and 
the other two will be considered this 
afternoon. It was shown,that the as 
sessment of the lots owned by W, D. 
Robinson and Dr, Lane on Rolland 
street, were on the same basis as the 
assessment of adjoining properties, 
and in consequence it was decided 
the appeals could not, be entertained. 

Dr. Lane addressed the couneil and 
strongly protested against the abnor- 
mak increase in the assessment of the 
Jota oer last year. The assessment 
had been increased from $700 to $3,- 
000, e 

The appeal of Waiter Ramsay, of 
Ramsay's conservatories, admitted a 
point of argument, These conserva- 
tories had been assessed at 50 cents 
per square foot, Mr, Ramsay, who 
was present, contended that the green 
houses were similar to market garden 
property, and the latter was not as- 
sessed, This appeal and the formal 
appeal of the C P. R. against the 
assessment of the property claimed 
to have been purchased for a right of 
way, in which a legal point is in- 
volved and which will be taken be- 
fore n judge, were held over until this 
afternoon. 

Ald, Manson was in the chair dur. 
ing the progress of the proceedings of 
the Court of Appeal, the mayor re- 
fusing to sit on appeals or decisions 
in which he had concurred as a mem- 
ber of the Count of Revision. 

Wants Walks on Fraser Ave. 

The residents of Fraser avenue pre- 
sented a largely signed petition ask- 
ing for the immediate construction of 
cement walks on this street, pointing 
out that the street was at present in 
an almost impassible condition. 

Ald. Manson asked for an explan- 
ation of the delay in this work, En- 
gineer Keeley declared it to be due 
to lack of gravel, 

“Will the engineer tell me why the 
plank walks were taken up before 
preparations were made for the lay- 
ing of the cement walks?" Ald, Man- 
son further inquired, 

“Every preparation was made,” re- 
plied Mr. Keeley, “but just before 
the work was started it was found 
that gravel was needed on McDougall 
avenue and the gravel on Fraser ave. 
nue was appropriated. Then the level 
of the river rose and the water has 


since Seen too high for the suecess- 
ful securing of gravel.” 
The petition was referred to the 
commissioners for report. 
The Coal Tenders, 


The opening of the new tenders for 
coal gave rise to a somewhat warm 
passage at arms between Alds. Man- 
son and Gariepy. 

Before the tenders were opened Ald, 
Anderson rose to ask if samples of 
the coal which the tenderers purposed 
yupplying, had been received at the 
power house, 

Supt. McNaughton, replying to this 
query, said two tenderers had com- 
pil bs 2 the spe@iicationgs in this 
pote Further questioned as to the 

ult of the test of these samples Mr, 
McNaughton stated that the Standard 
Coal company’s coal was superior. 

The tenders were opened and the 
prices were -— 

FE, C. Dobell & ©)...$3,90 per ton 

Standard Coal Co... .$3.15 per ton 

Ald, Anderson moved the  accept- 
ance of the lowest tender, Ald, Man. 
son seconded the motion. 

The aldermen all expressed them- 
selves on the question, referring to 
the criticisms offered of the councii in 
not iaving accepted the tender whics 
had complied with the specifications, 
at the previous meeting of the coun- 
cil, Aldermen Picard drew attention 
to the fact that the calling for new 
tenders had resulted in the reduction 
from $3.25 to $3.15 in the tendered 
price, thus saving the city 10 cents 
per ton on the contract, an amount 
equal to $1,200. 

“That would be all right,” said 
Alderman Manson at this juncture, 
“unless it is at the sacrifice of a 
principle. The council must take 
ever yprecaution to prevent the im- 
pression gaining ground that use 
council is engaged in jewing down 
tenders. It’s not business and can- 
not te commended by any business 
institution,” 

This sentiment was loudly applaud- 
ed by those present, and the applaus 
annoyed Alderman Gariepy, who 
warmly declared the words of Alder- 
man Manson uncalled for. 

“There is no word of reasoning in 
what Alderman Manson has saw,” 
Alderman Gariepy said. “Not one of 
us had in mind the skinning of any 
tenderer, What he has said may 
appeal to the gallery, but it is unfair 
to the remainder of the coune'l. One 
of the principal reasons for asking 
for new tenders was because it was 
not definitely understood at the last 
meeting that the sample of coal 
which the Standard Coal Company 
was said to have submitted had been 
put in as a sample or merely in the 
ordinary course of delivery, this com- 


pany having held the contract last 
year.” 
Alderman Manson assured Alder- 


man Geriepy he had intended no re- 
flection on any member of the coun- 
cil for failing to deal with the ques- 
tion last week, but the point he de- 
sired to make was that the impres- 
sion should not be allowed to dis- 
seminate that the couneil meddled 
indiscriminately with tenders. 

The motion to accept the tender of 
the Standard Fuel Company was 
passed. 


The Merry-Go-Round. 


The report of the commissioners in}. 


regard ta the protest against the 
operation: of the, merry-go-round and 
shboting gallery in the east end was 
passed, “It was"as follows: 

“Following the instructions of the 
council, your commissioners instruct- 
ed the police to investigate this mat- 
ter, and attached hereto is the report 
ot the chief of police on same, 

“In regard to the shooting gallery, 
the only cause of complaint seems ty 
have been the noise caused by the 
ringing of the bell when a ‘buill’s- 
eye’ is made, and as che proprietors 
undertook to stop this, probably all 
cause of complaint will now be te- 
moved, 

“In regard to the merry-go-round 


the licensees claim that it will be 
utterly impossible to continue — their 
business without the music, al- 


though they would be willing to stop 
the music at any time in case ot 
sickness in the neighborhood 1n ac- 
vordance with their statement to the 
council at the time the license was 
granted them. This appeals to the 
commissioners as being reasonable. 
It dvce not seem fair after # privilege 
hag been granted to place such re- 
strictions upon it as will make the 
privilege inoperative. — Some — com- 
plaint was made of disturbance by 
men under the influence of liquor; 
the police are now fully instructed 
not to permit any annoyance of this 
nature. The licensees are aso 'e- 
stricted to closing down at 10,30 each 
evening, to which they have agreed. 
Since taking this action no further 
complaints have been reported.” 
Main To Packing Plant. 

In reference to the application of 
tne J. Y. Griffin Company for a water 
main to the new yresing plant, tne 
eommissioners presented the follow 
ing report, which was adopted ; 

“The J. Y. Griffin Company, who 
have taken over the Dwyer packing 
business, are very anxious to hav 
the city carry out the agreement with 
Mr. Dwyer to extend a water main to 
their property, As they are short of 
water to carry on their building 
operations they request that the worn 
be gone on with at once, and as the 
city are not prepared to do so until 
after their debentures are sold they 
offer to pay the cost of laying tbia 
pipe (estimated at $9,000) by way ofa 
loan at four per cent, per annum, to 
be repaid upon sale of debentures. 

“Your commissioners see no ob- 
jection to the city deing this, and 
would recommend that their offer be 
accepted and the work gone on with. 

Beaton & Mallet Claim.

The gentlemen of New York sen 
into the pitcher’s box a youn 
named Arthur Cummings, who was 
slated as a substitute for the Excel- 
siors, and he discovered in the con- 
test that it was possible to curve 
the ball. At the outset of the con- 


test he started in to shoot them 
over, but finding that the junior 
' batting 


boys of the. Nationals were 
him freely, he changed his delivery 
to a slow, tantalizing one, and it was 
while he was dishing up these ‘slow 
baiters’ he discovered that the ball 
curved after leaving him. 

“The discovery was startling and 
that night, while seated at dinner 
at Willard’s Hotel, he imparted his 
theory of it to Asa Brainerd, wao 
was then the pitcher of the Excel- 
siors, but’ Brainerd laughed to scorn 
any such feat as an impossibility, 

On returning to New York he 
made public his discovery, but lit- 
tle credence was given it, and it is 
a matter of ‘history that the first 
public exhibition was a rank failure. 
On this*oceasion he invited a number 
of scientific gentlemen, prominent 
newspapermen and a host of ball 
players to see the trial, but the fail- 
ure was so abject that all turned -e 
laugh on Cummings. He claimed 
that he was anxious to do so much 
that he pitched too swift a ball to 
demonstrate the curves. Then he 
went to work cautiously to demon- 
strate the theory. 

Taking his eatcher into pis confi- 
dence, Cummings began td practice 
quietly, and after several months of 
outdoor and indoor work, came out 
in 1869 with a delivery which aston- 
ished the baseball atid scientific 
world. He had joined the Btars of

Brooklyn and it was his masterly 
work in the box that lifted this 
young team up the rounds of the 
ehampionship ladder and brought it 
fame and honor all over the coun- 
try.

CANADA'S CUP HISTORY. 


Donated as International Trophy to 

Canadian Yacht Club in 1897, 

Probably everyone in Canada 
knows something of the yacut races 
which are to be held off Charlotte 
harbor, commencing on Saturday ot 
this week, for the possession of Can- 
ada’s cup, but the origin of the cup, 
work of its successive winners 
and defenders is not a matter of gen- 
eval informatica, 

In 1896 a group of Toledo yachts- 
men offered a silver cup to become 
the property of the yacht winning an 
international race off Toledo, The | 
two races necessary to decide supte- 
macy were accordingly sailed on Aug. 
25 and 26, between the Canada ol 
Toronto, and the Vencedor, of Chi- 
cago, the Canadian taking both races, 
the first by 18 minutes and. the sec- 
ond by one minute. 

On Jan. 16, 1897, the owners of the! 
cup—George Gooderham, George H. 
Gooderham, 8. F. McKinnon, Frank 
J. Phillips, J. H. Plummer, James 
Ross and Aemilius Jarvis~—donated 
it by deed of gift to the Royal Cana- 
dian Yacht Ciub as trustees “as a 
perpetual international challenge cup 
tor friendly competition between sai- 
ing yachts, representative of yacht 
clubs of the two nations boidering 
was’ to be. known as Ganada’s trophy 
eup and was to be sailed for by. yachts 
with aloud water length of 26 to 40 it 
under the regulations of the Yacht 
Racing Union of the Great Lakes, 

The first challenger after this do- 
nation was the Chicago Yacht Club, 


which, after keen competition, select- 
ed tie Genesee, owned by members 
of the Rochester Yacht Club, as tae} 


boat to bear its colors. The Gencsee 
won the three straight races, sailed 
off Toronto on Aug. 24th, 26th and 
v6th, beating the Beaver, designed 
by A. E. Payne, of Southampton, 
Hogland, and sailed by Aemilius 
Jarvis. The Genesee is still in com- 
mission at Charlotte, and is a cen- 
treboard craft, designed and built by 


C. © .Hanley, of Quincey Point, 
Mass, 
The next contest for the trophy 


was sailed off Chicago on Aug, 10th, 
12th, 13th and Mth, the Caditlae, of 
Detroit, being the defender, and 
Invader, of ‘loronto, the challenger. 
The Cadillac won the first race hand- 
ily, but was beaten in the next three 
races by tne challenger, with wie re- 
doubtable Jarvis at tne helm, and 
the cup was brought back to Canada. 
The next challenging club was the 


Rochester Yacht Club, which —pro- 
duced the Irondequoit, designed by 
Gardner, while the Canadians «e- 
fended with the Strathcona, saile. 


by Jarvis. The memorable races were 
sailed off Toronto, and were the 
most exciting in the history of the 
cup . With James Barr, a relative of 
Captain Charlie Barr, of America & 
cup fame, at the helm of the Lronde- 
quoit, Jarvis won the first race by 
22 seconds, and the second race by 
nearly ten minutes, The Canadians 
had already begun to celebrate vhe 
victory and were preparing a con- 
solabion ianquet for the visiting 
yachtsmen, when Addison G. Hanan, 
of New York, arrived on the scene 
just in time to beard the lronde- 
quoit for the third race, and = sue- 
ceeded in walking awsy with the 
next three_races straight in intense- 
ly exciting struggles with Jarvis. 

Up to this time the yachts compet- 
ing for the cup were in the 40-ioo- 
class, but the lake yachtsmen came 
to the conclusion that such yachts 
were too large, too expensive in con- 
struction, and too costly in main | 
tenance. It was agreed, accordingly, 
on Sept. 12, 1904, that in the next 
race the yachts should be restricted 
to a 30-foot measurement on the load 
water line. The move has always
